Ben Selkirk, secretary of the Jefferson

He 
must see to it that the union time 
ly observed in the various factories, both 
on the part of the employ«r and employes. 
He must be personally acquainted with ev- 
ery workman in the trade of which he is 
agent. He must know that each one- 
many times there are hundreds—is_ pro- 
vided with the safeguard of unionism, the 
working ecard, which is, as a general rule, 
changed once every three months as a nec- 
essary precaution against possible fraud 
on the part of someone holding hostile feel- 
ing against the union system. 

“Ordinarily, he has a multipliciy of duties, 
He must be possessed of a wide range of 
knowledge concerning labor, the rights of 
labor, local wages, as well as wages that 
affect the particular trade that he repre- 
sents all over the country.”
